Yesterdivy 
meetings of all the other brotherhoods 
connected with the C.P.R. were held 
throughout the system, and cypher 
messages of sympathy and suo- 
port were sent to the strikers, 
and it is e.Npected that if the comiiativ 
put on fresh men other brotherlioods 
will give them their prniniHed support 
by a Hympatlietic strike. Among the 
all(!ged grievances are tliat proniotionB 
ariMiot made ly seniority; tluit opera- 
tors are lre(]Ui'ntly rciiuiied to Kcruh out 
stiitions, iithTid to the water ])uiiip.s, 
semaiihore and switch lamjiH in addition 
to the duties they were engaged for at 
.flO and .$.50 a nionth. It is said that 
there is no schethile for hours and often 
men have to clear trains at live in the 
morning and at midnight the same day, 
and that extra hours ought to be paid 
for. 

Montreal, Oct. 1. — No trains are 
rnoving regularly on tho Canadian Pa- 
cific to-day, except between Toronto 
and this city. There is talk of a com- 
promise being effected between the 
strikers and the railroad. litimors of 
sympathetic, strikes in otlier branches 
ol the trainmen's organizations are rife.

SItKht Possibility of an Amicable Settlement 
of the Bifiicultiea at teadville— The

LbaoViliiK, Col., Oct. 1.— It would ap- 
pear that all possibility of ending the 
strike by arbitration or other amicable 
means has disappeared for the time be- 
ing at least, the Cloud City Miners' 
Union having voted in regular meeting 
last niglit to continue indefinitely tho 
fight for a uniform rate of if3 a day for 
all men in the mines. Two hundred 
members of the union have withdrawn 
and will 8i;ek work. Mine operators will 
rojilaco tho strikers with outsidera aa 
rapidly as ))ossible and the state militia 
will probably be kept here for a long 
time. 

Gen. Brooki baa been notified that 
a considerable body of armed men, who 
had apparently left an incoming train, 
passed tho government hatchery, . six 
miles west of the city, on Monday, and 
stopped to inquire the way to Leadville. 
They refused . to answer questions' and

Stocks at Liverpool Terribly Short 
—Failure of Crops in 
India. 



Cnui.uio, Oct. 1.— December wheat, 
which closed yesterday at (ISi,, to 
opened this morning at (iS;'., to tli) and in 
a little over an hour it went as high as 
70 cents, being 13 cents above its price 
on Monday, September 8, an average ad- 
vance of about -^iit! per bushel a day for 
the intervening '22 days. So steady an 
advance has not taken place since the 
sjiring of 1S!)[), in May of that year L'O 
cents per bualiel having been added. A 
remarkable thing about the rise now in 
progress is that it is in face of more 
or less uncertainty regarding the polit- 
ical outlook. The .advance to TO'hC 
was followed Ijy a reaction to (i!) ',_.(•. t(5 
Oil;'',;!;., but that in turn was succeeded 
by a still further aildition to the early 
strength, and before 12 o'clock the [irice 
hiul risen to 70,'._,c. for Decem- 
ber. .Such continued strength sur- 
prised the crowd who were looking 
for breaks. Hut it was not hard to ex- 
plain. One New York dispatch read as 
follows: "The English houses again 
accepted a good deal of wheat. There is 
a demand here for cargoes for shipment 
as far ahead as February."- The stocks 
at Liverpool were reported as only 
1 ,496,000 bushels, about 600,000 bushels 
decrease since September 1 — sufficient 
only for about ten days' consump- 
tion, as compared with about 0,000,000 
bushels at corresponding date of year 
before. Two cariroes wei'e exported, en- 
raged at Fiverjiool for shiijinent to Ju- 
lia, soiiiL'thing unheard of, and Hiin 
l''rancis('o wired confirming tlie reported 
]mrchiise by London of wheat in Califor- 
nia to go to Calcutta. This went a long 
way towards confirming the reported 
failure ot the cro|)a in India. Kice, 
one of the chief edibles of that 
country was re|iorlcd to be worth more 
in Calcutta than wheat. Outside buy- 
ing orders were largely for seaboard ac- 
count, and the local crowd, stimulated 
thereby, took 20 bushels for every one 
bushel in orders from elsewhere. The 
cablegrams and resulting business for 
foreign account gave the needed confi- 
deiu'c to buyers, so that it was only on 
big bulges that any long wheat was sold. 
.■Vfter it reattbed 70'^ cents there was 
enough realizing to put the (irice down 
to lili'.i' to t')!)'',,, whicli was the closing 
rate. The boom in wheat was largely 
instrumental in causing a good ailvance 
in (!orn, and a big trade in that article 
resultetl. Trade in j)rovision8 has not 
far a nionth been as general as it was 
to-day. J'A'erybody bought.

An KneiKctic Endeavor to Promote an In* 
terchange of Products Witli Other 
Countries. 

Sa.n Fua.n-cisco, Oct. 1. — Amoug the 
guests at the Palace hotel isMr. Noro, a 
.lapanese capitalist, who comes from 

Kobe, Japan, in furtherance of a scheme 
for the improvement of the commercial 
relations between Jajian and this coun- 
try, as well as between .lapan and Kng- 
land. He is vice-preauientand managing 
director of tho Xaigwai Itussan Trading 
Company of fCobe, which has a large 
caiiital and will engage in the general 
trading business. When seen to-day he 
said that his company was jireparing 
to deal entcusively in silks, mattings, 
embroideries and other products of 
.Tapan. These are to he placed on the 
market here and elsewhere, or ex- 
changed for flour, canned goods, ma- 
chinery, and such other articles as can 
be prutitably sold in the Japanese mar- 
kets. After remaining here a fortnight, 
it is Mr. Noro's intention to go to Port- 
land and other cities in the Northwefet, 
to see if he can do any busineas with 
the big flour-mills in that section of the 
country. He will then go to New York 
and London, establishing agencies for 
his company in both places.

AliMEiNlAN COLOiNlZ.VnON. 

No Objection Will Be Made to Receiving 
Them in the United States— They 
Are Not Paupers. 

New YonK, Oct. 1.— Oflicials of the 
Armenian societies in this city do not 
bslieve that the United States will be 
any less hospitable in receiving immi- 
grant Armenians than the countries of 
Europe, which received-them with open 
arms. J. J.Rooney, secretary of the 
Armenian Association of New York and 
chairman of the executive committee, 
said to-day : 

" I don believe there will , be any 
trouble about the landing of the Arme- 
nian refugees in this country on account 
of the immigration laws. They are by 
no means paupers. As a matter of fact, 
the Armenians are a very industrious 
race, and I doubt greatly if the .Mar- 
seilles refugees should decide to come 
here, I am quite sure they would not be 
barred out for any reason. A large num- 
ber of refugees have come here in the 
last year or two, chiefly from the interior 
districts, and these had no difliculty in 
landing. The Armenians in this coun- 
try, of whom there are aljout 150,000, 
many of them being in tho west, make 
it a point to help their unfortunate coun- 
trymen." 

Washi.vgton, Oct. 1.— The attention of 
Commissioner Stump, of the immigra- 
tion bureau, was called to the movement 

looking towards the colonization in this 
country of Armenian refugees. Mr. 
Stump said that Set;retary Carlisle and 
himself had been fully ailvised of audi 
movement and various appeals had been 
received from Lady Ilonry Somerset, 
Frances Willard and the J'lnglish and 
American relief associations, asking the 
co-operation of the government in fur- 
nishing this stricken iicople an asylum 
in tlie l.'iiiteil States, Init while the syni- 
palhiea of all good ])eoplemust be roused 
in their behalf, of course the government 
must enforce the laws as they exist. 
The matter was being investigated, and 
if any lawful means could be found they 
would be exercised in favor of the re- 
fugees. The law on the subject, how- 
ever, strictly prohibits the landing in 
this country of all persons likely to be- 
come public charges, as also "any per- 
son whose ticket or jiassago is paid for 
with the money of others, or who is as- 
sisted by others to come in." 

Lady Henry Somerset, it is under- 
stood, iiuiuired whether bonds could be 
received, so these Ariiieniana would not 
become public charges, A raply has 
been sent that tho dejiartnieiit cannot 
accept bonds except under special cir- 
cumstances and after a jihorougli inves- 
tigation of each individual case. 

"AN OUTRAGEOUS PROPOSAL."

Senator Macdonald protested against the 
outrage of dumping Joe Martin upon the 
judicial bench of British Columbia to 
relieve the administration of an ugly- 
tempered hanger-on, Sjr Oliver Mpwat , 
seemed to think it sufficient to declare 
the ability and energy ot the pro- 
posed appointee. We wonder if 
Sir Oliver imagines that a man 
occupying Martin's position in the 
public estimation would strengthen or 
adorn the bench.

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She Lost Her Course Because the 
Fog Whistles Wore Not 
Blown. 



The Cliauces in Favor of Her Be- 
ing Got Oir and Re- 
paired. ^ 



Pout Tow.nsend, Oct. 1. — The princi- 
pal cause, as already announced, of the 
diBaster to the steamer ITimitilla was 
that the fog wliistlcs on I'oiiit Wilson, 
two miles from Port Townsend, luid at 
Race rocks, just below the entrance to 
Victoria harbor, were not blowing, and 
one of the keepers at Point Wilson ad- 
mits that the whistle there was not 
being sounded tlic ni^lit the accident oc- 
curred. He eays that the supply of water 
was exhausted, and that it was iinpos- 
sible to J4et up steam. That is tlvo 
excuse, too, given by the British l(cei<er 
on Race roi^ks, it is said. On accoiim, of 
the loim period of diy wei'.ther, and the 
untisiud anicunt of toL'i;\" weather, tlie 
water was exhausted. Capt. Oleiiients 
of the City of Kini^ston, who makes 
nightly runs across from Victoria to 
Pujiet Snuiig porta, inukea a pcisitive 
assurance that the whistles at I'oinl 
Wilson and Uaco roclcH were not blowing. 
Other cautuina confirm the statement. 
Lately it has been frequently said by 
masters of incoming vessels passing 
Point Wilson daring thick weather that 
the whistle was not being sounded. 

It was only six minutes from the time 
the vessel struck the nee(lle-8lia|)ed 
rocks of a eubinerged reef, oxteiidinj; 
out froui ahreast ot the sceno of the 
wreck of the old Ijark Hoadley many 
yeare ago, until she ran ashore on Point 
Wileoii. The water boiled throajrli the 
holes in the bottom of the slup Hkc 
spouting geysers. The liremeu reiuiiined 
at tlieir post of danger until driven out 
by the euffocatiiig steam caused by the 
waters flowing into the ash pans. A 
moment later the lires were (lueiiched. 
The engines were fairly shaking 
the ship to pieces in their vain 
endeavors to have her reach a place of 
safety. As the water came into the 
hold it flowed fore and aft, from one 
compartment into another, and it was 
an impossibility to keep her afloat. 
While the Unuitilla is at sea it is the 
practice to keep the compartment iloors 
closed. It is saiil, hut this is matter for j 
proof, that after she reaches Victoria ! 
uud the work of discharging freight and ; 
landing passengers, and owing to ilio 
fact that she is in tlio smooth waters of, 
Puget .Sound, that practice is not strict- ' 
ly adhereil to for tlie sake of conveni- | 
ence. I 

The steamer is resting eas}' about j 
1,000 feet from the lighthouse. Tiie ' 
bow is resting on a sandy bottom,! 
beneath which are many boulders. All j 
of the ofiieera are aboard superintending ■ 
the discharging of the carg.> under the 
direction of J. T. Trowbridge, the Puget i 
Sound manager. The tidn ebbs and 
floods throughout bhe vessel's hold. At: 
low water to-night, there was ten feet at i 
her bow and twice that depth at her 1 
stern. Art far aa possible the luaehinery i 
is being dismantled and removed from i 
the slnp. lioth of the bow anchors are 
on shore, attached to cal)Ies, \\ hi(;h 
hold her steady. The chances are 
that the holes in the vesscd will lu- lo- I 
cate<l and patched up Butlicientiy lor the ' 
steamer t<i ri ach a drydnck. In any 
event, frnm thi> pr(^sent indications hi;r 
reoiiir- "illivi-t in:ywhere from ^7,000 
to .$25,000. Yrstcrdiiy afleriioon a lioai-d , 
of Hurvryurs, c mipn^eil of rn<lerwriiers' 
Agent iMigiMie Jllondi, Port Warden ' 
Libby, Engineer ,1. T. lleU'ernian and 
Steauiahip .Agent Trowbridge, convened, 
and is now making a thorougli examina- 
tion of tlie vessel. The work will not be , 
finished for a day or two, and it may be \

In speak- ' 
ing of llie prnbalile efforts to save the 
vessel, an e.\ -pcrieiKted shipmaster who 
visited tlu! wreck to-day said: " Jt will , 
first be necessary to locate the exact '.

feet long, on the keel amidships. 
In all probability the leaks are ' 
in the three middle compart- ' 
ments, whioh will intensify the : 
difficulty and add danger to the vessel. 
The fore and aft compartments must be { 
pumped out, and then powerful pumps, 
like thoBO owned by Moran Bros., which 
will throw out over 200,000 gallons of 
water a nunute, must be put to work in 
the other i'ouii)arlnieuts. As soon ns 
the water goes down the holes must be j 
quickly and substantially fastened.' 
Then with powerful tn(;s alongside she, 
must lose nj time in gutting in a dry- 
dock." I 

The steamer is resting <:a8_v on Point! 
Wilson, steadied by b.>th ancliors being j 
embedded in the sands on the ])ort side. 
She is slightly listed to starboard. If an

There were re- 1 
covered 2,000 boxes of uraijes and 
peaches. Superintendent .1. P. Trow- 
bridge did not return to the city yester- 
day, bat was expected on the steamer 
Kingston at 3 o'clock this morning. The 
clouds were watched anxiously yester- 
day by those interested in the fate of 
the vessel, as a storm would prove dis- 
aelrouH.

Puget Sound, where he is now pilot on 
the [jydiaThomp^on.running between Se- 
attle "and Whatcom. She arrived inPort- 
land. Ore., on October 2i 1881, after an 
uijoventful voyage of sixty-three days. 
JohnO'Brien, now captain of the steamer 
Utopia, was second oflicer. ITbder com- 
mand of Captain Worth, she remained 
in the coal trade until February ',), ISS-J, 
when she ran on a reef near Capo 
Flattery during a blinding snowstorm. 
She coninienced to (ill, and the captain 
and odicers loft her. Second (lllicer 
Greeiileaf, now a resilient of Seattle, got 
away in tlie first boat, aiul the ca])tain 
and the rest, with tlui excentioii of 
O'lirien, who was then first officer, and 
Seamen Uanilin and liardness, followed 
in the second boat. 

The three mentioned left on a light 
raft, lest sight of the (uiptain's boat be- 
fore a landing had been made, and then 
returned to the ship. On boarding her, 
they set the head sails, getting her ofi' 
shore, and at 7 p.m. the steamship 
Wellington, lor San Francisco from De- 
parture Bay, towed her into Esquinuilt 
Bay, B C, where she sank in deep 
water the next morning. She was after- 
wards raised and repaired and put buck 
in the coal trade. .Vt an investigation 
held by government inspectors in Seattle, 
Capt. Worth was exonerated, and First 
Ollicer O'Brien was highly coiiiinended 
for his bravery and skill. Later Cajit. 
flolmea took her to San Francisco. In 
18S'J she was taken out of the coal trade 
and converted into a passe.iger steamer. 
She was then put on the Puget .Sound, 
Victoria and San Francisco route, where 
slu! has since safely carried many tbous- 
anils of passengers.

In ordi- 
nary cases, as between a manufacturer 
and bis hands, or a contractor and his 
workmen, the public are not tlivectly 
concerned, and consequently the Gov- 
ernment has no right to interfere, ex- 
cept for the purpose of preserving 
health and ensuring safety. Rut in the 
case of railways and telegraphs the 
public are immediately and directly 
concerned, and that to a very great ex- 
tent. It is right therefore that the ptiblic, 
as represented by the Government, 
should be, in a sense, a party to the con- 
tract between the Company and its 
men, and should have an authoritative 
voice in the settlement of all disputes in 
which the convenience or the safety of 
the public are involved. 

OCR WATER SUPPLY. 

We hear complaints from every tpiar- 
ter about the iiuality of the water sup- 
plied to the citizens. " It is not lit to 
drink ; it ia too offensive even to bathe 
in," are said by persons who do not 
generally complain without good cause. 
How is this'.' Tlie Corporation have 
spent a great deal of money with the 
ostensible oliject of iiupioving the water 
supply. How. is it that it ia not im- 
provetl'.' Have the eighty thotif^antl 
dollars aud more that have been spent 
on Elk Lake been thrown away? Is 
the money wasted? It would 
seem fOff Will one of the aldermen tell 
the citizens what has been done with 
their money, and why it is that after so 
large an expenditure on the waterworks 
the water is not in the slightest degree 
impnjved? Are those who are com- 
plaining too impatient? Is it too soon 
for them to expect a return for their 
money? What prospect is there of tlie 
water being puriiied and made lit for 
domestic uses? It is only reasonable 
that they should expect such an exjilan- 
ation. Thoy have entrusted the City 
Council with the expenditure of a large 
sum of money in order that the water 
supply should be improved. It is not 
improved. Why?

Is it fair or reasonable that a few dis- 
satisfied men or an obstinate company 
should have the power, without a word 
of warning, to inflict serious loss on a 
community — a community which has 
nothing whatever to tlo with the griev- 
ance coiiiplaiiiecJ of. The safely, too, of 
the travelling public is involved in this 
disjmte between the telegraphejs and 
the telegraph company. Is not the re- 
lation between railway and telegraj)h op- 
eratives and the companies employing 
them one which, to a certain extent, 
should be regulated by law? Should not 
the Legislature of the country have pow- 
er to say what shall be one or more of 
the provisions of the contract between 
the em])loyeH and the company, and 
should it not be authorized to establish 
a tribunal which would have the power 
authoiitatively to arbitrate between the 
parties m cases of dispute? 

It s eems to us that power should be 
taken from both the men and their em- 
ployers suddenly to interrupt communi- 
cation by telegraph and traflic by rail- 
way. There are, no doubt, difliculties 
in the way of such legislation, and the 
subject is a most delicate one to deal 
witii. But it is surely not so difficult 
and ' DO dangerous that a Government, 
honestly desiring to treat all the parties 
concerned fairly and in a way most con- 
ducive to the general welfare, cannot 
devise some way to accomiilish its pur- 
pose. In the present instance, if there 
was a Court of Arbitration to which the 
operators could . appeal, knowing that

The motion of the roller ship 
will, he asserts, he exceedingly smooth. 
,Slie will ride over tlie waves like a 
duck and will not roll at ail. 
One of the consequences of this gliding 
motion through, or rather over, the 
water will be that those who sail in her 
will not lie tortured by seasickness. 
" Plans of the first adult ii'irirc ruuU-nr" 
Hcribner's says, "call for a vessel of 
over four litnidied feet long, with one 
deck resting upon girders placed upon 
the axes of the wheels and twenty feet 
above the water, and a second deck 
twice as high."

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How Lieutenant lleytiiaii and lli.s 
Coiupauious Lost Their Lives 
at Dutch Harbor. 



Out of Nine Men Only One Man- 
aged to iteach the 
Shore.

The names of those who perished in 
the deplorable accident by which First 
Lieutenant Ileyuian and six of the 
crew of II. M.S. Satellite lost their lives 
in Dutch harbor, were learned yester- 
day by a private letter received by a 
resident of Victoria from one of the 
Satellite's crew. They were : 

First Lieutenant Hbyman, 

Petty Oflicer Rtcicettb, 

Petty Oflicer Williams, 

Leading Seaman Wuitk, 

Able oeainan Blake, 

Able Seaman Gatbkai,, and 

Able Seaman Oromwkli,. 

The facts as stated in tbe letter bear 
out the story already imblislied, that 
First Lieutenant Ileyuian and a crew of 
volunteers lost their lives in a brave 
effort to save from drowning two others 
of the ship's company. While the Sat- 
ellite lay at anchor in Dutch harbor on 
the afternoon of September 4, petty olli- 
cers Ricketts and Williams ohtuined 
leave to take the dingey and go fishing. 
This was about four o'clock. The wind 
began to freshen up soon after their de- 
parture from tbe ship, until about six 
o'clock there was such a stiff bree/.e 
blowing that the sliip had to drop an- 
other anchor, aiul as a matter of pre- 
caution g(!t iij) steam in case the situa- 
tion should bei'ome more serious. 

I'lrst Lieutenant Ileyman and a vol- 
unteer crew composed of Seamen White, 
Blake, Gateral, Cromwell and Hill, gal- 
lantly put oil' in tho galley to tlie helji ot 
the two men in the dingey as soon as it 
was seen that they were in ilanger. The 
dingey was readied, stowed away safely 
on ttie beach, and the galley started 
back toward the H.itellite. By this time 
darkness was falling fast and the wind 
was blowing very heavily. It finally be- 
came so dark that the boat could not be 
seen and liiihtB were placed for a guide 
to her. However, as the galley did not 
get back to the ship that night it was 
sui)])(ised that Lieutenant Heyraaii liad 
concluded to jiut back to shore till morn- 
ing. 

When morning broi;e uniy one man, 
Able Seaman Hill, was seen ashore. He 
was brought oil" in the cutter and told 
the story of the fate thai had befallen 
his companions, rnaljle I>j reach the 
ship owing to the wind, Lieut. Ileyman 
liail decided to put about lor tlie shore, 
and while turning, the galley shipped a 
sea that swamped her and of the eight 
men who had formed her crew only Mill 
had been able to swim ashore. 

Such IS the story of tlie accident, but 
though there is sorrow for the death of 
the gallant men who lost their lives en- 
deavoring to save their companions, it ia 
tempered with that feeling of national 
pride for tbe brave deed that 
shows that in times of war or peace the 
British seaman is just as ready as ever 
he was to risk his life at the call of duty 
or humanity. 

Petty ()IH(!er I\icketts leaves a wife 
and two children in I'lngland, and Wil- 
liams had also a wife in the Old Coun- 
try. The body of .'-^eaman Blake was 
jjicked 11 p on the beacii, wluii'e it was 
washed ashore after the accident ; none 
of the other bodies were recovered.

>[ANAULrA, Sent. HO. — In a well or-^'.:i- 
izcd plot to overthrow the government ? 
Nicaragua and kill President Zelaya.li: 
has been diecoverncd that some of th.; 
most prominent people are implicated? 
Since the close of last rebellion, in which 
Xelnya was victorious, bis enemies and a 
majority of his former allies, the Con- 
servalives, have been plotting to fipset the 
government by force of arms. Tho bar- 
racks and palaces were to be assaulted 
simultaneously, and President Zelaya 
vi-as to be assassinatctl. Tlie barracks 
were to be blown up with dynamite in 
case the assassination failed. The con- 
spiracy, however, was discovered on the 
very evening of its execution and some 
of the leaders were captured. Others 
escaped ami are now m hiding. The 
principal leaders are the former presi- 
dent, Cardenas, General I'ais Diego and 
Gornandez Ohomorro. The latter two 
are very wealthy and prominent mem- 
bers of the Conservative party. The 
Conservatives who aided Zelaya to sup- 
I)res8 the last reliellion on condition that 
tliey would receive a )>art in the govern- 
ment, liiidimx themselves deceived, have 
turned against tlic president, and his 
early downfall is predicted. 

JAPANESE IN JIONOIjULU. 

Tliu Consul of the Flowery KinRdom Ap. 
peals for Protection by the Home 
Authorities. 

IIoN(ii.i:i,i;, Sept. 2(. — Trouble has 
been brewing for months past between 
certain merchants in the. Japanese colony, 
and tho new consul, General Shima- 
nmra, has been brought into it to tho 
extent that he has been compelled to 
apply to his home government for ad- 
vice and protection. Ho is charged with 
interfering with the business allairs of 
the .Tapaneso merchants, and is censured 
for the part be took in breaking up tho 
.Japanese Commercial Union, an associa- 
tion organized for the purpose of advanc- 
ing the interests of the Japanese nier- 
chams. Sliiinamura has been severely 
criticised l)y the editor of the Japanese 
)>aper, who claims that the consul has 
furthered tho interests of one merchant 
at the expense of others. The consul, on 
his own behalf, states that he has been 
lilieied, but does not feel at liljorty to 
ask redress from the Hawaiian govern- 
ment, as the charges thus far are of a 
personal nature. He has communicat- 
ed with his trovernnient and will take no 
steps until he receives an answer.

Business arising out of the Point 
ICllice bridge agreement brought the 
council togethur last evening, Mayor 
Heaven pre.sidiiig, ami the tiienibers all 
preaunt except Aid. Marchaut. The 
meeting was a very slow one, how to 
L'omuieuce the bridge work being seem- 
ingly a problem of which the solation 
was luuxl to find. As a preliminary the 
payiiK'iit of poo as the law costs of the 
Doiiiitiiun government in the recent in 
jaiu'tion proceedings was authorized 
and tlie council then went into coiuiiiit 
ceo oi the whole. Thu .\iayor invited 
snggoritioiis as to the jirocedure to- he 
adopted with respect to the permanent 
bridge that the city has agreed to erect, 
and especially with a view to placing the 
matter intelligibly before the ratepayers 
when they are asked to vote on the by- 
law. 

Ai,i). WiLsos said he supposed some 
plana would have to be prepared before 
the by-law is voted on, and he wanted 
to know where the money for this is to 
come from. 

The Mayor asked the City Engineer 
what coarse he would reeomiuend the 
council to take, to carry out the agree- 
ment. 

Mi:. AV'ii.MO'i' said the first thing would 
bo to (loriiie upon the kind of bridge re- 
ipiired, ami the width of roadway, and 
.^enil the inloriiiation to bridge inaiiiifac- 
lureis who would furniali designs and 
statements of cost. It would be neces 
sary to take soundings to tind out what 
the uiaaonry would probably coat. 

Ill conversation, it developed that 
Mr. Wilmot has already saggested n 
bridge with three spans of 217 ^et each, 
to cost $130,000 without a swing or ^2U,- 
000 more with a swing. This bridge 
would be 43 feet wide, including 10 feet 
for the sidewalk.= ; and have the track for 
the traiiicius in the centre. Thia is the 
bridge proviiied for in the projiosed by- 
law that Ald.Tiarks wished to introduce 
soiiie Lime ago. 

Ai.i). Williams raised the i)oiiit>.whetli- 
er it is essential to have plans prepared 
— at a cost pi'rliaps oi three or four 
thousand dollars — before the by-law is 
submitted to the ratepayers ; to do so he 
thought might very likely mean a waste 
of that much money, if the by-law were 
not adopted. He did not think that 
there ia time, either, to have satisfactory 
plans prepared before the by-law nauat 
be BUDmitted according to agreement, 
and under all the circumstances he 
thought it would be better in the pro- 
poaecl by-law simply to describe a steel 
and atone bridge in general terms and 
ask the people to vote the amount of the 
eatiiiiated cost. 

This view was o])|)oged by several of the 
aldermen, who thought it would be es- 
sential to have the plans before the by- 
law ia Bubinitted, and .\!(1. Iliunphrey 
iiioveil, seconded by Aid. Partridge, that 
the i:ity engineer be inatructeil lo take 
soundings iininediately, and make an 
estimate for the foundations. The 
Mayor appealed to the engineer to say 
liow long this would take, and .Mr. Wil- 
mot replied that it might take three or 
fot]r men three or four weeks, hut he 
would not say detinitoly oH'-haiKi. Aid. 
Crlover thought it ought to be done with- 
in a week, even it lifty men have to be 
pii t on to ill) it, 

Ali). HfMi'ii[fi:Y hiM'e imparted the 
further inlorniation not hitherto bidore 
the iniblic that the latest from the ^liii- 
ih'ter of Public Works is that he requires a 
hriilge with two draws; and the alder- 
man felt quite sure that the ratepayers 
will never consent to pay for that. 

Al.l). Ti.AHKs, in the course of the g(!n- 
eral discussion, reminded the council 
that nearly two months ago lie'asked to 
have the borings made and other in- 
formation obtained which now must be 
soiieht in a hurry in order to carry out 
the'agreoment. He thought it would 
have been the wise coarse to have done 
this work then, when time was not so 
jireasing, 

Jn substitution for Alil. I i nniplirey 'a 
mol.ion it was at Ifiiglh r(^!^olved that 
the engineer ask from the linaiici^ c(«n- 
mittee, to ooiumence with, siifliciiuit 
moiR'y to carrying on the bin'ingafor one 
week , pending hie estimate of the total 
coHt of horing ; and also that he send ii 
tleaerijition of the principal features of 
the proposed bridge to the department 
of ])ublie works, to see if the general 
idea is approved of. This description 
will be of a bridge 40 feet wide, instead 
of the i;; Buggested by the engineer, two 
feet of the difi'erence to come off the 
aide ivalks; and wbereas it was at first 
i)rupoBed to state the strength of the 
bridge at 150 pounds per square foot, 
thia was ordered to be omitted because 
some of the aldermen were appreiieusive 
that otlierwiee the council might appear 
lo be coniiiutted to building a bridge for 
the tram way, 

Hefore the resolution to the ell'ect just 
stated waa put( Aid. 'Williama moved an 
amendiiionl in accordance with liis 
views iireviously stated, "that no ex- 
penditure be incurred in reference to 
the proposed now steel bridge at Point 
hJlliuB outaido of preparing the by-lav 
based ui)on the estimate already fur 
nialicd by the city engineer, and sub 
mitling same to the people, until after 
the by-law is placed before the ratepay- 
ers and has met with their approval] " 
This found no favor when a ahow of 
hands was called for, and the other pro 
position hnviriL' been agreed to the couii 
cil adjourned at JO ii.m.

pool steering X.E. by N., wdiicb asked 
to be reported "all well"; and the 
four-iuasted. ship allowing her num- 
ber " X. I).

The .Vrehdeacon referred to 
the two-fold object for wbicli tbe con- 
gregiiliou weregatbered— to oiler thanks- 
giving for tbe bountiful harvest and to 
dedirale tin- niemoriid to the latoBislioii 
Hills, fiiHt Bishop of British Columbia. 
Touching first upon the harvest festival, 
he drew the illustration between the 
rest of the husbandman after garnering 
a fruitful crop and the cheerful, happy 
old age of a well spent life, 
such a life as the late Bishop 
1 lived. Bishoii Hills, after twenty 
years of iiiiiiistration in EnulaiKl, 
first at Leeds and th<!n as vicar of Great 
Vannotith, had come to l.^ritisb Cohiin- 
bia wlioii I he whole province formed one 
iioccse. He bad carried (ju his duties 
with energy, ability and a Christian 
8|iirit, till lie had sc^en accomplished 
bis deal re of having the iirovince divided 
into three dioceses in 187i). For tbirleen 
year-f longer he had continued his work 
as Biahoji of Columbia, finally retiring 
at the age of 70, an age when moat men 
would have been glad to rest from the 
labor of life. Yet on his return to 
England he had, with characteristic 
luimility, taken charge of a small coun- 
try parish under a bishop who had once 
been one of his clergy. The late Bish- 
op's rectorate of the cathedral was also 
referred to. one of his last oflicial acts 
being to appoint to succeed him as rec- 
tor Hi)v. Canon Beaiilanda, tbe present 
incninbeiit.
